Request for Continued Examination 

1 . This Office Action is in response to the Request for Continued Examination 
received on 1 1 September 2007.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claim 24 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a, e) as being anticipated by Zhai et al. 



(WO 02/073245, cited by applicant). 
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Zhai et al. have a rotating modulator 56 (seen in at least Figs. 2, 3) which varies 
wavefronts of light and comprises a surface which is processing in a radial form so that 
its sectional view varies in height in a near sinusoidal fashion. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1 - 23 are allowed. 

6. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The prior art does disclose a method of illumination having the steps of emitting 
light from a plurality of sources and having an integrator to form secondary light 
sources images and using a condenser to overlap the secondary light source images 
and illuminate a region to be illuminated. The prior does not disclose or suggest 
adjusting the divergence angle to stay within a ratio of 1 versus 1 .5 with respect to any 
two directions with a plane vertical to an optical axis of the emitted light flux. The prior 
art does not disclose or suggest a method of illumination wherein the integrator 
comprises rod lenses and wherein the ration n/ro between an aspect ratio n of the 
sectional shape of each rod lens that is perpendicular to an optical axis thereof, and an 
aspect ratio r 0 of the region to be illuminated, is 0.8 or more and 1 .2 or less.
